1. (Currently Amended) A method for treating a subject with multiple sclerosis, 
comprising 

administering to the subject a therapeutically effective amount of an antibody that 
specifically binds pS5 or p7S of an TL-l receptor^ ontagoniot in the absence of treatment with 
beta interferon, 

wherein the subject has failed to respond to previous treatment with beta interferon, 
thereby ameliorating a sign or symptom of multiple sclerosis and treating the subject. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the antibody IL 2 r e ceptor 
antagonist is administered intravenously. 

3. (Canceled), 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein the antibody is a humanized monoclonal 
antibody. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[4]] 1, wherein the antibody specifically 
binds pSS. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the antibody is daclizumab. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein the antibody is administered at a dose of 
about 1 to about 3 milligrams per kilogram intravenously. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 4, wherein the antibody is administered at a dose of 
about 1 per kilogram to about 2 milligrams per kilogram intravmously. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 6, wherein the antibody is administered biweekly. 
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10. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein treatment of the subject results in a 
decreased number of contrast enhancing-lesions as evaluated by Magnetic Resonance Imaging. 

11. (Currently Amended) The method of claim h wherein the subject has failed to 
respond to t reatment with b e ta int e rferon oompriGeo trootment with interfeion-beta la. 

1 2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the subject has failed to 
respond to t reatment with beta int e rferon comprisoo treatment with interferon- beta lb. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1, wh^ein the subject has relapsing-remitting 
multiple sclerosis. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the subject has progressive multiple 
sclerosis. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method for tr e ating a subjoot with multipl e Gol e rocis^ 
oomprising administering to th e s ubj e ct intravenously a th e mpeutioally offootivo amount of a 
humoniz e d monoclonal antibody that speoifioally binds the interleukin - 2 rooeptor, and wher e in 
The method of claim 4, wherein t he humanized monoclonal antibody is administered at least 
biweekly for a period of at least two months, thereby treating ttie subject. 

16. (Canceled). 

17. (Original) The method of claim IS, wherein the antibody is administered at a dose of 
about 1 to about 3 milligrams per kilogram. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 15, wherein the antibody is administered 
at a dose of about 1 milligram p er kilogram to about 2 milligrams per kilogram. 

19. (Original) The method of claim IS, wherein the humanized monoclonal antibody 
specifically binds p55. 
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20. (Original) The method of claim IS, wherein the subject has relapsing-remitting 
multiple sclerosis. 

21 . (Original) The method of claim 1 5, wherein the antibody is daclizumab.

29. (Currently Amended) A method for treating a subject with multiple sclerosis, 
comprising 

selecting a subject with relapsing remitting multiple sclerosis w ho has been treated with 
interferon-beta and failed to respond to the interferon-beta treatment; 

administering to the subject intravenously a thers^utically effective amount of a 
humaniz e d monoclonal human antibody that specifically binds pSS of the interleukin-2 receptor, 
wherein the subject is not treated with interferon-P, 

thereby treating the subject. 

30. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 29, wherein the humoniaod monoolonal 
antibody is administered at least biweekly for a period of at least two months. 

31. (Canceled). 

32. (Currently Amended) Themethodofclaim[[5]]L wherein the antibody is a human 
monoclonal antibody. 

33. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[1 5]] 1, wherein the antibody is human 
monoclonal antibody that specifically binds pSS.

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35. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the antibody that specifically binds pSS or 
p75 of the IL-2 receptor is administered subcutaneously. 
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
